OUTLINES THE WORK DONE 


Outlook For 1921 Encouraging. Hilli­ 


ness Men And Farm ers Co-Operat­ 


ing For Best Interests. 


In an interesting and com prehen­ 


sive manner the annual report of the 
farm agent, Paul Hoffman, w as pre­ 
sented at the opening session of the 
yearly m eeting of the Adam s ( ounty 
Farm Bureau this afternoon in the 


Court H ouse. 


Mr. H offm an’s report described in 
detail the organization of the Farm 
Bureau, explaining the functions of 
the members and officers and its gen­ 
eral policies. 
He outlined the pro­ 
gram of work for the past year and 
reported in detail on the main activ­ 
ities of the bureau, including swine 
im provem ent, 
poultry, 
farm crops, 
soil fertility, fruit and vegetables. 


At the o u tsta re the Farm Agent 
pointed out that the Bureau was, not 
on a paid membership basis and e x ­ 
plained 
that 
any 
resident 
of the 
county or ow ning land in the county 
may become a mem lier by agreeing 
to its constitution. 


General Policies. 


“ The 
general 
policies,” h e . said, 
•'are to aid in the development of 
agriculture in all its phases and such 
allied 
industries 
as 
may properly 
come in its province. 
The relation­ 
ship with other organizations in the 
county have been very cordial. 
W e 
have secured 
the 
undivided co-ope 
ration o f a l l > organizations and are 
w orking together on many problems. 
The Grange, the schools, the business 
men's organizations and the county 
newspapers are giving active support 
to the Farm B u re a u .”
